replaced by toa gloomy ä perception of 
painfül realities. 

I tave to intreat, therefore, . that who-

it with the World in which he lives, than 
with that of which he dreams : and under 
that point of view, I may hope that he will 
discover something to inteijgst, and perhaps 
to instruct, in the personages I describe. 

, Wherever public char^ters are intro« 
duced, or political events alltjried to, I. 
have been faithful to the generalFy-received 
authorities \ for it is, and has always bee^ 
my principle, never to violate j||||^toiicdf

Perhaps the reader may think I have 
dcparted from this principle, by the intro- 
. duction of a secret correspondeiice between 
an ideal personage, Count Lauvenheäm, 
and one who really existed, the adminis- 
trator of Holstein. But if he will have the 
goodness to go back to the history of 
Europe, he will find, that in «heM|U7i3, 
when the Castle of Toiiingen suiWwiered 
to the Danes, papers were discovered there 
which placed the political bad fsuth of 
Holstem, and its intrigues with Sweden^ 
, beyond a doubt. 
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I trust he will not accuse me of apos- 

tatizing from my zealous attachment to

CHAPTER I. 

r I ^riE long line of coast which fonns ohä 
-■- boundary to the kingdom of Norway, 
is broken into shapes of picturesque wild* 
ness. In^some parts, its black and perpen-» 
dicular rocks present a gigantic wall that 
has defied the storms of ages ; while in 
otherSy the ocean penetrating far inJandj^ 
formslnterior seas, amongst forests tenanted 
by wild beasts only, and mountains whose 
heads are covered with eternal snows,^ 

In the government of Drontheim^ the 
Fiords (for so these gulfs are called by tlw^ 
natives) frequently assume a character bf

romantic beauty. They flow rapidly, but 
smoothly, through wooded steeps and fruiN 
ful vailks ; they reflect on their dear sur- 
faces the images of rur^ objects, and of 
pastoral life ; they give fqod and occupatio» 
to an industrious people; *and, except 
when agitated by tempests, suggest to the 
Imagination only ideas pf fertility and peace. 
Not so, in the savage district of Bergen : 
there, rushing impetuously through rocks 
as steep and unscaleable as those of the out- 
ward coast, the Fiords carry with them the 
terrible magnificen<;e of a main ocean. As 
ihc mountains advance or recede, as their 
precipices increase or diminish, each Fiord 
displays more or less of the sublime. Some* 
times their stormy waters thunder through 
a Itüge ravine^ where crags are heaped upon 
crags, and perpetual night blackeÄs the 
fttthomless abyss : then suddenly widening 
their bed, they foam round a vast amphi- 
re of rocks and mountains, mingling 
*roar with the noise of cataiacts, the 
a^reätm of eagks^ and the crash of MlhiQ

Here and there along the shore, tjie tra« 
veller may behold a solitary habitation btiilt 
<m a ledge of rock, roofed with the bark of 
trees, a^d accessible only by m??ns of loiig 
ladders, whioli iron bolta hat^iß to the^pUd 
^ound« Such habitadons are the abode of 
fishermen, and perBon^ appointed for ü» 
exp^tjon of the post, On the mount^ixiasii 
in little huts covered \vith m^o^s^ and sur« 
rounded by sheep, goats, and kine, dwell, 
die herdsmen« Bat the h?nilet8 cxf the^ 
wea}thier husbandmea are embosspmed m 
long sheltered vaUies» which form openingfL 
around the flords, and running far inward^ 
are lost at last in nameless solitudes» 

Each hamlet has its litde church ; and % 
miglepastor^ charged "with the spirituai in«i 
structk»! of several parishesp joumeys to 
them ^itemately. Crossing tempestuoiia 
floodSy and trackless mpuntains; fuiking 
bis life daily ; exposed to cold and to hivi« 
ger, to storms and to beasts of prey $ 
does all this like an apostle of old« f(^^

Should the wind bloM' suddenly through one 
of the mountain vallies, woe to his lonely* 
bark as it toils across the Fiord ! Whirling 
on the convulsed water, the pious man may 
look in vain for some spot of ^arth on which 
he can hope to escape from utter wreck ; a 
fethomless gulph is below, a colossal ram- 
part above : the awful hand of nature her- 
self seems to repulse him from her. Who 
shall say in what region Virtue and Happi- 
ness delight to dwell ? for it is here, amidst 
sterility and storms, enterprize and perij, 
Öiat thdr sacred footsteps are to be traced^ 
. The Norwegiai^s who inhabit the shores 
.crf these inland seas, and who are in conse- 
quence remote from the corrupting influence 
of the outward coast, are an amiable, an active, 
and a noble people. They live in the exercisei 
of «very benevolent duty; they cultivate 
every Spot of ground that le capable of cul- 
ture ; and they value each possesaon in pro- 
^^itiontothetoil and danger it has cost theni* 
Thus where nature would have frowned, 
man's industry wins her into smiles j and

perhaps there is something pecuUarly de- 
lightful to the human heart, in this contrast 
of rugged scenery, with befnevolent tnanners. 
Abouttheyear 1692, at the extremity of 
one of the vallies bordering a remote branch 
of the Sogne-fiord, stood a low^ slone cot* 
tage, It was diftant from any habitation 
except a saw mill, which, placed on the 
steep and wooded banfc of a romantic üttle 
stream further down the valley, had long 
formed a picturesque and cheerful objed. 
From the ivied Windows of the stone cot- 
tage, the eye paffed over a pretty garden to 
this saw-miil, with its hanging trees^. and 
dashing water ; thence ascending tpwards 
the source of the river, traced its progress 
from sölitudes, where Alps rose on Alps, 
and closed the scene. But alas ! even these 
simple attractions were no more, to interest 
the aceidental traveller ! The saw-mill 
ceased to be-worked, the garden became 
övergrown withweeds,^ and the dwelling ftoo4 
empty. The lail owner had b^en ^^fKwR 
dead, having left the cotj^ge, the rt3i| äpii

the ground on which they stood» to a dista&t 
relation. •*'^' 

Nothing had been heard of thiä persoii 
fbr many years : but, after diligent search, 
he was discovered Kving in extreme penury 
in one of the French West India Islands» 
While serving as mate on board a Danish 
trading vessel that occasionallj touched 
there» he formed an attachment with a 
l^rench girl in the Island, mamed her, 
grädually changed his religion fbr her's, and 
finally quitted his perilous profession. En- 
gaged iii a land-trade of which he knew 
nothing, even industry and honesty failed 
of success. His wife brought him a nume- 
rous sickly oflfspring, (of whom none but 
the youngest reached maturity,) and died 
}ierself of a decline, after having passed 
fifteen years with him in humble, but the 
truest nuptial peace. Having Jost the objeft 
whose^flfl|ction had bound htm to her birth 
[ace, ^^PSpi^estom was beginning to yearn 
native lan^ when the vmexpected 
^of his cou^, removed him at once 
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irom poverty and exife, to home and com^ 
fort. No sliips being ready to sail for a 
northern port, he tpok his paasage in a 
vessel bound for Bayonne ; höifing that from 
most parts of the French or Spani^h coasts 
he might t>e snra of a passage to Norway« 

In the iist of passengers, were a noble 
JSpaniard». his wife,, and their little son^ 
. The Spaniard was a young man of a dig* 
nified and interesting appearance *f his wife^ 
^raceful and gradous^ Though their äir 
and conduct bespoke th^n to be of higti 
irank, they bad few attendants ; and they 
exacted na particulac respect fronx- dieip 
fellow passengers. 

The ship thus freighted, was wrecked in 
the bay of Kscay \ and amongst the few 
persons saved, were Dofrestom, hi$ son, 
and the little Spaniard. 

Through the Siar of the storm, Dofres- 
tom had heard the cry of the franticr 
mother, calling on her husband to release 
her from his arms, as he was trymg ;^.

sare their Theodore. " He is safe ; he 
is with me !'* cried Dofrestom ; and as he 
spoke, he held up the trembling boy from 
the boat, into which he had leaped with him 
and his own son. A prayer and a blessing 
were the last wörds he heerd the unhappy 
iady utter j for the next moment she was 
washed out of her husband's arms. Per- 
haps, in the wild hope of saving her, the 
distracted husband plunged into the sea j 
but it was only to perish : the same wave 
engulphed them both. 

The boat, though 'crowded with people, 
weathered the storm, and reached the 
French shore. Shortly afterwards, procur- 
ing a passage in a ship bound for Bergen, 
Dofi^estom set sail again, and having gained 
the well-known port, proceeded without loss 
of time, to his new dwelling. 

Np sooner was he in possession of the 
Stone Cottage, than every object aroünd k 
assumed an air of comfort- The gardeii 
l^sjfeared firom weeds ; the juniper-trees 
tha^lmced it were l^aired ; a cow and

SDxne sheep were seen grazing in tKe pasr 
tures ; and the saw-mill again resounded 
with the voice öf cheerful labour. The 
only near relation whom Dofrestom found 
li ving, was a maiden sister ; — she became 
the mistre«s of his Httle houshold*^ 

By her hands, the oaken tables and ebony 
benches, |n his parlour, were kept as bright 
as glass; pots of flowers were placed in 
every window ; and the best Chamber was 
hung round with warm garments of her 
own spinning. After sunset, the supper 
she prepared of okerbergs and cream, or of 
trout brought from an adjacent lake, waS 
always served on linen whHer than snow, 
and seasoned by her alacrity and good-- 
huniour. 

Dofrestom's house soon grew into dis^ 
tindtion for the hospitality, neatness, and 
cheerfulness ihat were to be found there«. 
The nearest hamlet was three miles oflFj'

the heart of the worthy Dofrestom. For 

a long time little Theodore rememhered: his 

father and his mother distinctiy ; and in 

the midst of endearing prattle, as he hung;

Although he spoke often of the ship* 
wreck, and that with strong emotion, he 
had no clear. idea of their fate ;. and Cathe- 
rine reluäantly undertook. the task of 
gradually impressing him with thfi convic- 
tioh that they were no more, and that he 
xnust consider herseif and Dofrestom in 
the light of parents.

By sucb means^. Tbeodore would grow up 
contented' and industrious y and instead of 
Wasting life in the pursuit of a rank, tö 
whicb after all be might not be found tö 
have any claim, be would. employ bisyouth 
in building up«a respectable cbaraäer, and. 
an bonest competence* 

Tbis advice was too rational to be disre*- 
garded by bim wbo asked it ; Dofrestom 
made it the rule of bis conduct. 

Meanwbile, tbe unconscious orpban gra- 
dually lost tbe distinctness of bis- first 
impressions ; be forgot bis parents; and. 
recovering from tbe pensivwess into wbich 
H cbange of babits bad tbrown bim, grew 
animated and deligbtfuU Notbing could: 
be more graceful tban bis little fijgure,, 
notbing brigbter tban bis . intelligent coun*- 
tenance ; but tbe gaiety ofthat countenance- 
vanished the instant he feared to transgress- 
a rule or a wish of his protector ; and bis 
extreme äensibiUty to Idndn^ mde.no

t>ther spring than kindness, necess9,ry for 
th& reguladon of his conduct. 

As fae aavanced in years, he became so 
sensible to this peculiar feature of his o\7n 
character, .that he leamed to watch it with 
a jealous eye, lest at any time it shouldde- 
generate into weakness : hie notions of 
right and wrong were so clearly defined, 
that even in childhood he was more afraid 
of his own fcensure than of another's wrath ; 
and nobly disdainful of ridicule, when hi$ 
associates pressed him into a transgression, 
he would say, " No; — I should be so 
sorry afterwards."— A simple phrase ! but 
it was the watch-word of Infant virtue ; and 
the same heart repeated it in manhoo4» 
>when the stronger temptations of the world« 
solicited him to wider indulgence. 

Nothing dazzling, nothing of what ts 
called uncommon quickness of capacity, 
distinguished him from other boys; buc 
^etermined application to whatever waa^ 
130 be the object of his attention^ made 
the result contiaually in his hvor. 
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DesiTous of knowledge, but not impe- 
tuous in its pursuit, he did not rush towards 
many objeets at ,6nce : attacking and con» 
quering tlie sciences one by one, he coi>- 
cluded by making himself master o£ them 

SU. 

For -the Instruction of his earliest years 
.he was indebted to the care of the pastor o£ 
Aardal; and as he grew older, fortune 
.threw in his way an abier teacher, under 
whom he acquiic>ed all that afterwards dis- 
tinguished him in the province of Mind, 

Very different was his friend Heinreich 
Dofrestom : though Theodore's senior by 
two years, this boy never gained the least d©-: 
pendance upon himself j he was to be 
teazed or läughed out of every proper re* 
solution. Whenever he actedi it was 
by Impulse, not principle ; and though 
nncommonly good-natured and social, aa 
observer might have remarked that the 
^ear of punishment, or hope of re^- 
ward, had far greater weight with hin> 
thaa ' his own approbationi or that of thf 
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person he professed to love. An immo* 
derate thirst for pleaSure, and a habit of 
thoughtlessness, were his leading faults; 
but these were so brilliantly concealed by 
remarkable personal advantages, entertain* 
ing spirits, ceaseless good humour, and 
-general talent, that even the sensible Do- 
frestom considered them as the natural 
blemishes of lively youth ; and Catherine 
hailed them as the prognostics of future 
greatness. 

Heinreich was twelve, and Theodore 
ten, when an event, trifling in appearance, 
gave their separate ^destinies that bias from 
wJiich they never afterwards swerved. 

^ "brother of the pastor came to live in 
th'd Valley of Aardal. He v/as a man of 
gigantic attainments : the literature of all 
ages, aiid of every country, was familiär tö 
him ; he had explored the sciences with thß 
accuracy of öne who seeks to detect errcrs 
as well as to fijnd truths ; and his laborious 
researches into the origin of nation^, and cf 
languages, had already rendered his Rajnisi 
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cel^rated throughoiit Europe.' But the 
victim of a distempered suspicion of bis 
fellow-creätures, and outraged by the pre- 
ference of a rival to the academical honois 
4>f Copaihagen, he had taken the resolu- 
tion of reüring from the world, and bury* 
ing himself» with his books, his iU-temper» 
and his leaming, amongst his native mou|i* 
tains. 

Without any tendemess^ Professor Ser« 
gendal had great warmth of heart : he had 
employed zeal, and money, and pains ta 
Berve both his friends and his acquaintance r 
but in spite of these chims on forbearance,. 
his outrageous and suspicious temper always 
cnded by driving them from him ; and what 
he had banished by insult, he accused of 
ingratitude* 

A cottage of still better appearance than 
Dofrestom'Sft was soon ereded for this phi* 
losopher, in the same vall^y ; and acconu, 
panied only by a favourite servant^ he took. 
possession of it in suU^ dignity« 
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It was many weeks before he conde* 
9cended to take any personal notice of Dov 
frestom's neighbourly kindness, or of Ca- 
therine's presents of knitted hose, bloberg 
jam, and cream-cheese. But at length a 
slight circumsjance allured him to the cot- 
tage. He was taking his regulär walk 
towards tfie Fiord, when he perceived a 
boy climbing hastily one of the most fright- 
ful of the granite rocks that overhang its. 
stormy water. Sergendclwas too near-sighted 
to discover whether the lad was in search of 
bird's eggS, or sea plants ; but he stopped 
to watch his hazardous exploit, and üo 
rebuke hini for it, when ' he should come 
down. 

After experiencing some uneasy sensa^ 
tions for the fate of the little adventurer,. 
he had the satisfadHon to see him alight» 
with no other hurt than what was given his 
hands by the sharp points he had clung to. - 

**What have you been about, you young 
dog ?'* asked the professor. 
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. Theodore (for it was he) answered 
gently, ** Only putting up a little Alk tha£ 
had fallen from the nest." 

" And what put it into your head to da 
so, child?'* 

" The poor little thing would have died 
if I had not ; it dropped upon yon Cluster 
of wild spinach, and that was worse than 
if . it had gone at once into the sea." 

** Go ! you are a foolish boy to balance 
your life with that />f a bird j-^but here i& 
a rix-doUar for you.** 

Theodore put it by, with a smile ; " 1 

don*t want it." — Then suddenly recollecting 

' himself, he added, " yes, — I forgot — I do 

^ want it, V\l take it now, Sir, if youUl 

have the goodness td giv^ it me." 

" And what will you do with it ?'* 

" Buy a book/* 

The sparkling joy that brightened his 
eyes as he spoke, astonished the professor. 
" A book, child ! did I hear you right ? 
Where are books to be bought here ?" 

<^ O not here, but at Lavanger fair they 
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are ; and we.generally have neighbours go 
there every winter ; otm of them would buy 
it for me." 

" And pray, my pretty boy, what book 
would you like ?'* 
. "Any Latin öne," wasthe answer^ 

This unexpected reply drew forth a mul- 
titude of questions froni the professor ; who 
was^ not long of discovering, that in this 
child of obscürity, he had found a mine of 
intellectual enjoyment for himself, 

From that period he went often to see 
Dofrestom ; and gratified by the profound 
respeä with which he was received in his. 
little circle, frequently lauriched out into 
learned disquisition, and profound ahalys^^ 
of which not one of his auditors but the 
little örphan, comprehended a single sea« 
tence. . 

More and more pleased with the incr^as^ 
ing attention, of Theodore to any subjeft he 
discussed, Jie one day proposed giving him 
lessons in caathematics : the proposal if^s 
joyfuUy acceptei 






From that period the professor took hioi 
r^ularly under his tukion ; and during the 
Space of nine years, laboured to transplant . 
htö own knawledge into the mind of his 
pupil. 

Heinreich, «meanwhilet had a diffisrent 
master, and widely diflferent pursmts« 

Naturally ingenious, he was one of those r 
persans of whom it is said, they ean^ do 
whatever they like : he would have excelled 
in all the imitative arts, had he chosen tp 
study their principles ; but except for music» 
he would not give himself a momentV 
trouble. 

To this enchanting accomplishment na- 
ture indeed had directed his choice, by the 
gift of a melodious voice, and a delicate 
ear. His own ingenuity taught him to 
construct äiusical instruments of reeds and 
Shells. The flute he formei with a cane, 
produced under hiabreath, sounds that w^U 
might be mista^en by less ignorant ears 
dian ihoae oi the surrounding peasantry^ 
for the voices of their &bled wood*spirits« 
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The Professor loted harmony -j and when- 

cver a fit of peculiar gloom or ill-humour 

attacked him, he sought a remedy in the 

violin of his servant Chriftian. It was 

natural for Chriftian to like admiration 

^ well as his master ; and when the 

Professor arid Theodore were studying 

above, he and young Heinreich were prac» 

tiang, and mutually praising each otheT 

below.

At these times Chriftian wopld launch 
out mto an enumeration of all who had 
made fortunes, and risen to celebrity by the 
possession of such a talent and person as 
Heinreich's ; then he described the theatre 
of Copenhagen, and the gay tife that was 
led there ; and, in fliort, ended by kindling 
an ardent defire for public admiration in the 
light mind of his auditor. 

Pleased with the developement of his 
son's fine voice, and his profidency on the 
violin, ibofrestom would have thought hixa» 
seif a haffh parent had he refused him pei^ 
misdioxi to leam the elements of mueic front 
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Christian. He therefore suffered him to 
pass that time in this seducing study, which 
the higher pitched mind of Theodore de- 
voted tö nobler purposes. 

Each boy had his allotted . portion of la- 
bour in the garden, the field, and the mill : 
they worked with Dofrestom; and whea 
their task was over, the remainirig hours 
were at their own disposal for pleasure er 
iinprovement. , 

As Heinreich was ulready sufEciently in- 
structed for his probable lot- in life, his 
falber ceased to excite in him any emut 
lation to rival his younger companion. Bat 
aware that Theodore's true Station was not 
one of obscurity, he' encouraged hin to 
enrich his -soul with all thd*treasures of his 
teacher's, 

Theodore, indeed, did fiot learn fron^ 
the Professor Sergendal what belonged to 
intellect only : he was wsg-ned by hi3 ex* 
ample to • shudder at the tyranny of an 
uncontroUed temper, and to lament that 
die befl; qüalities of the heart may be 



ohfcured or perverted by one &tad pro« 
p^ifity. 

Without slavishness of spirit» he became 
anxious to charm away those fits o£ mixed 
iriolence- and suUenness, tx> wfaich the un« 
happy man haci gtren way during a life of 
sixty years; and thus studyizig to lead 
another» Theodore leamed to commaad 
faimself. ^ 

Gratitude and compassion kept pace with 
each Dther's jgrowth in bis heart ; and thongh 
teivs .would sometimes start mto his youth- 
fiil ey^Sy when unjufUy menaced or Struck 
by his preceptor, no bitter vmrd esczped bis 
lips. 

'* Studious and gent}e, still Theodore had 
the gaiety of hi& age : he enjoyed the rural 
games aQd ex^ercises of his young com- 
panions, and h^ enjoyed them with a füll* 
Hess of spixits^ that seemed for the time to 
transform bim ihto a different creature. 
He loved also, the elegant ärts» and he 
longed to practise them ; but feeling that

Theodore did not suffer h&n to proceed 
in silence : be mtreated him to Irelate every 
paiticalar of Ibs parents, and of the ^eck ; 
and^ displayed tbe mo6t pain^l ansJety^ to 
lesm if iher« vrtt^ lätf trace left of die 
fsötiily to ii^hith he beionged.

HieoAore paüsed a moment } thaä toroing 
läsrnffißtened eyes tbwardä the good män^

Theodore, " still they are my relations, and I 

might some day have the power of assisting 

them. I woiider if I have any brothers or 

«isters.''' He sighed as he spoke ; and Do- 



frestom was going to answer, wheii a lively 
•exclamation of Henreich about some passing 
objeÖis, afibrded him an excusefor changing 
the conversation. 

During their joumey home, Dofrestom 
and Tlieodore were silent upon this subjecc, 
though it was equaily the occupation of 
Öieir thoughts. Theodore was toö delicate 
to urge any thing, hawever iiiteresting to 
hb own feelings, when he mw it was re- 
pugnant to tfaie person he discoursed with ; ' 
and Dofrestom feared, by continued dis- 
cussion, to awaken wishes that he had not 
the means of gratifying, and hopes which 
had no prospect of accompBshment. Theo- 
dore's Ups were silen^ but his mind waäs 
disGoumng with die' past and thefuture. 
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He ^trained bis memory to reeall eventt 
long since forgotten; events'which child- 
bood could never register, because tP cbild- 
bood tbey would be uninterestu^g : yet be,, 
£a^cied tbat be could recollect many sudu 

^ For once be mistook imagmatioii for 
niinnpry, and gave to ber specious. imagesr 
the confidence be sbould bave yielded tp 
truth alone. Ideal personages; upon wbom 
bis heajt bestowed tbe endearing titles oi 
fatber and motber, seemed tp rise befoie 
hiniy and to reproacb bim for baving liTed 
tbüs long wkbout lam^nting tbem. 

Again be witnessed tbeir melancholy 
fate/*— again. tbe cry of bis mothcr rung.oft 
bis ear : he tbougbt over the dismal scene^ 
tfll forgetdng^the presence of Dofrestom 
and Hanreich, bis füll heart vras oii the 
pdnt of breaking out into words, to tibß 
mournfiil shatäls of bis parents« 

* No sooner did Dofrestom find Idsure 
after bis retum 4iome, tban he hastened to 
heg a private interyiew with tbe orade of tbe 
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YSÜef^ Professor. Sergendal. He weat, pro- 
vidfid.iNrith. the ivory böse. 

The Professor was already acquainted 
wiäi the hi$tory of the orphan ^ and bd&g 
familiär wkh the Spanish language^ easily 
coUected from the letters all that it was im* 
portant-tq know. 

' fOs^jpTove^ DoaBalthazar to bt of high . 
r^plc;. zs he ^eq}iently spoke of his &thar 
bg>^!^ title, of the Coud4 Rongevalles; 
t^ they deddedly. shewed thatDonuaAu» 
r(äa m^ mt ackiiowledged by her husband^s 
&mly. Se^ets^ imsocoess^l attaiipts of ^ 
tl|e vm^ex vpere.detailed, for procuring soQie ' 
^piotnatic skuai;ion at a foreign court ; and 
H^appeared as if he had made those attempta 
sfifely to remoye bis wife and an iahaxt 
dNigfater firom the persecudbn of his rda^ 
lions« It was evident, therefore, that little 
could be expected for the grsbklchild, from 
a man who seemed so unrelenting to his sofi: 
the profiessor consequently added his opinion 
to that of his brother, recommending the 
entire suppression of this casket, and ad» 
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fiäng Dofrestom to treat any aspiradoM <^ 
the young Guevara after Spain, as an affiroiit 
to himself. ' 

To pass Such a sentence upon üit hopes 
and ambition of a spirit Vhich sought power, 
only for the gratification of the noblest 
desiresf, cost little to the professör : he was 
soured tö all of his spedes whä e&her^acted, 
or wishedto act their part in public "chilisseä 
Ufer: absQ^bed in* scientSfie r^^ari^es^ tibi(^> 
{mrStiits of assodated men, appeared m ISs^ 
eyesidte and wordiless. But Do&esIkM^e^ 
heart rebell^' against his reason, a^ he 
yieldedto the foixe of theptdfessor'S ari- 
gtunents ; for he knewthe deüghts of befl^ 
Völence t^ experienee ; and he fefc dlat a? 
wider sphere for it$ exiercise, i$ iidU)M(rd]!& 
the struggle. He retitn»eä faöi^ itsX^m 
and trouUed.

Hanrdk^ predominated over every other« 
^ Fot sevaral däys his thoughts tefused ta 
take a dtfferent direeüon ; apd as an apology 
for slownessof compt^heasion one nioniing 
inMle ^udyttig Gr^ek trith the profeflcur^ 
he ventured to express the emotion that; 
a^tated him. 

The st^m displeasure with which this firft 
confidence of his youthftil ' heart was re- 
ceived, made an mdelible Impression upon 
Theodore. Instead of göfitly and reasonably 
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discussjng the matter, the professor tfaun- 
dered forth an mvective against bis childish« 
ness ; accused hiin of estimating the paltry 
baubles of wealth and pleasure beyond the 
manly distincdon of subdued passions and 
cukivated faculties; and roughly pointed 
out theobetacles hi8 peculiar Situation op« 
pofied to any plan he might form of visitmg 
Spain« 

He spoke of it a& of a career mote pre»« 
prosterouB than that of Don Quixotte; fot k 
would be undertaken in search of relation» 
whp perhaps existed only in his own knä« 
gination. After much argument, and more 
viokRce^ he concluded wilh this hard but 
prudent maxim ; ** Go, go» child ; die« 
miss these absurd chimeras ; and remember 
wfaile you live, always to consider improbak 
bilities as impossibilities.'^ TbetfdOTe bowed 
in token of obedience > his heart was too 
füll for Speech. He stood a few moments 
to conquer himself, before he ventur^d to 
resume the reading their dBalogue had intef'^ 
rupted. For the firsttime 'mhh^&iil0 
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fielt a.gk>w pf indigoation against ihe valudi^ 
Ue Idfttructor to whom he owed so much. 
£b kaew that indignadon was just, for the 
fnrofessor had treated an amiable feeling as 
a . crime ; aad Theodare would nöt^ there» 
fioxe, debase hUnself by strix'ing to banjsh 
^eezpressionof resentment £rom bis iace^ 
{ Höwerer, thewddmaudcoatnmedpale^ 
Biess of bis cheek, äod the cold senourness^^ 
af hk air» attracted no fiirtiier attenti&n : 
the pfofessor had given vieiil: to his ili 
IpuBOur» and waiB^now absörbed in aaatem« 
plation of the divine^ Socrates. 

From this period, the character of Theo«-, 
doie vifflUy chaxi^d ; he beeame ^ent and 
thoughtfiily even in society of fafe o vn age ; 
h^ ceased to take deicht in spoiKs or exer- 
dses, preferring a solitary ramble amongtt 
t^ mo8t retired pbc^^ ig the cheetful da* 
mour of rural games«. - 
. TbBt g)ow of inward happmess, which 
generally bright^is every.yonthful face» giU'* 
dually faded from his^ and a pale, pens^re 
f^7i^s9B»m ^ücceeäß^ Withcmt losjjpg bis 
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hsalth, he> loet his spkfts ; and, «nable to 
recover from .tbe shod: he had «usladiial by 
^ professof '&harsh letmm to'hi6t:oiifiideiiGev 
be grew ^^sehred evea to Heinrdch. 

. YeDto Heuurekib be icasardetaidy attacbed) 
£dr, indeedf Hdnreich bad tbe power o€ 
attaohiag every body. He wasia gionimgly 
haiiii84>mey so unceasoigly semusmg and good 
tBEoperedj tbat no ooe e:ver thougbt .how 
inoQBSfiatible sacbv constasit gaiety ivasnBndi 
muob sympatfay. 

. He- bad a .fdiekous talent &r mimickry f 
and was accuatomed not only to represent 
(belooks and mannen of erery pesson fae 
saw, .bot tbe pecuHaxities of bou^dld ani« 
mafe» and tbe pbonomcna o£ natuie» 

Ko one dould fefiise being entertained by 
bim» for notfaing of sxtire entered iaiQ bk 
unitations; and genetally, aftsr be had 
gone the round of every animate and ixmd^ 
mateobjeet be£are bim, he'wodtd end1>y 
identifying^ hk dwn ;pe€»liai!ities and absw»^ 



fj^fff^fMäxdf. fibanned' mt of jnetencfarfy. 
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thoughts by this talent of ' his compaiiian, 
Theodore imputed the effect . to a higher 
€aüs<e, and gare Heinrekh oredit for tfae 
kihdest motives, when, in realityv he was 
only indulging his own laugl^ar-loving iii- 
elioations. 

For many months Theodore waa- uftable 
to shake oßt the dejection mto which the 
tenewal of his childhood's impressions had 
plunged hun. Bot it was not the character 
pf such a mind as his, to indulge for ever in 
;^%pecii}ation : he pcmdered on 2J& that was 
i possäble to be done in* his case, tili he at 
length concludedi that it was practicable to 
find out the sailor agam, to enquire what he 
remembered of Don Bakhazar ; to go into 
Spain, and by application to every person 
bearing the näme of Guevara, endeavour to 
discoVer some of his fether's family « 

Satisfied' of its practicability, Theodore 
4eternaned to pursue that method : the re- 
Solution intited him to fre^^it diligence in the 
pursuit of knowledge. Greater acqdre« 
ix^b would dther seire ro grace a.nobier 
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State, or to elevate him from an humble 
oae : they might also fumish him with the 
means of hc^iourable support, while travel» 
Isig through the country he meant to searcb. 
Fixing the period for this purpose at the 
termination of boyhobd, he made up his 
niind to the delay; and recovering his 
former animation, without any of its gaietyj, 
he retiürned with double vigour to his old 
faabits. 

The resolutiqn fpmp^, and the plan di- 
gested, he comnmnicated it to bis friend 
Heiareich; conclüding bis confidence by 
observing, that as Öofre^om alws^s in^ 
tended his son to share his easy Station of 
an ind^)endent cultivator of their own land» 
Theodore wpuld midertake his wandering 
iife, tdthout the seif-repoach of leaving his 
benefactor without a companion and as- 
sistant. 

What was his surprise to hear Heinreich 
abruptlytddclare, that^ nothing should in* 
dii€e him to bury himself all his days in 
such, a npok as Aardal j that he had lolag 
determined to quit it, and meant to ask his^* 
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&ther's leav« to do so ; that he was sure. Ms 
rokß and liis profici^ncy in music would 
make his fortune at last ; and that he was 
oniy wakmg. for . the annual arr^val of a 
young cconpanion from Christiana^ who 
ioiev all about those matters^ b^re he 
mentioned the ^eherne tohis iathen ..

What ! by way 
of enlivenihg him aiid au^». flatberine ! ' Y ou 
are incomparable, weknojv; at that woJ:i: ! 
Nay, don't look twentytitnes more likea 
cogitatiag rävai than «ver, m^ dear Thto : 
yoü know I lov^ you^ in spite öf yoär dbuds 
9nd ridn, so» you may 1^ nke jest aboVt^ 
them. Bat what meed yoü stay ? Gän't w^ 
both Start, at once, äivü eee vlio wihs at lilät?^ 
My father has plenty ctf worfc, a»d of naglK^ 
bours to entettain hini ; and if &te häd noi^r 
has he not had his day 6f seeiög th«^ world^ 
and should Aofwe Imve omä ?^* ' « 

Theodcöfe gently, bUtfintily, ehfecfcedlid» 
levity upon so sftcred a subfeetas^ä^ döm« 
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that it would be very hard if both boys were 
to desert Dojfrestom at the same time j yet 
sdll he persisted in his determinadoa, t^ 
qoitdng the valley. .. - 

Theodore, . chiUed and disappointed, 
though txying to pacify his he&tt mih Ta* 
rious partial ezcoses for Heinreich's seifi^- 
ness, Said no more, and betook himself to- 
a portion: dF his daily work in "the garden« 
Thare, ashe d^gsup the earth round the 
roots of Cadierme'^ favourite shrubs, some 
sealding tears mingled vnth the mould. It 
was the fisat time he had thought Heinreich 
tmkind: for wfaat was the indulgence of 
Yapnity, compared-with a desire for honest' 
kidq)endence, and the natoi^l yeaming after 
kindred ? In Heinrdch's place, he would 
have saerificed such a paltry ambition to far 
leiss than the future destmy of a brother ; 
yet Heinreich did not seem to dream that 
such a sacrifice could be expöcted* 

Poor TheodcM-e! again feded all thy 
btight visions of endearing connecticms and 
b^evolenfrexertions j and with themwent 
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§of a white, thy delight and secutity in the 
affecdqn of Heinreicfa. 

But übe next day his mental sunsfaine re» 
tursed: Heinreich was in mcnre than hi» 
i^soal spints^ and talked of what he would 
do next year in the valley ; what he would 
€c»i6truct ; what he shouldsee fiouri^ingia 
ä.twelvemonth ; what in twice that time:- 
in, shortv he was so fertile in distant plans, 
and each plan was so sure to ha^e hoxne for 
ks scene of action, tbatTheodoieconchtded 
Heinreidi had either not meant what he md 
in tJieir convei^atiön the day befofe^ orthat 
better thoughts had conquered .the sdlMb 
impulae. 

Had Theodore once morespoken serioi;is}y 
on the. subject, he would have found that 
all this System of pastoral life was the m^e 
sport of onomentary fency, uttesed widumt 
the least intention of reaii^g it ; and äxat 
Heinreich was as detennined as ever ; for 
the äatteries of Chriftian had intoxicated 
his mind, and in the inebriation of vanity 
his better fee&ig« were lost« and he säw jao 
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wedom, but in :foiro\;diig' bis own incHfiap 
üen. With a little cowarcfice of the h^ait 
(ftie fault o£ aäSecttonate charactars), Theo- 
dore aVoided the possibility of being wbtmdl«^ 
ed again by a band so dear : he wad säeiit^ 
tfaerefore, and he was deceived. 
. .In ccxisequence of this delosioni he pro« 
ceeded in the plan he had formerly laid 
down, and by the increased steadiness of 
his s^Scaticmi and stricter exerdse of pa- 
tience^ under the varietite of his preceptor's 
humour, he acquired whatever he sc^ht. 

Of the princfpal dead 'langoages he was 
already mafter : but Spaaish wasnowthe 
object of his wishes; and unwilling to draw 
forth angry observations from Ae professor, 
by paräcubffly declsonng Ms inclination to- 
wards it, he expressed a generali desire to 
leam iany^ modern language with which his 
xnsister was acquanted. ^ 

To inftruct him was^ 4t once the amwe« 
ment and the pride öf Sergendäl^ for he 
secretly cherialied a hope» that at a future 
day tbis 4Uiwead4rd Scholar wwld makea 
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cüsdnguished figure^ in the aimaU of litera- 
ture i säod that, taught to estimate the tuto^'^ 
xxiQial and iatellectual value by. ibat of the 
lakid. he had formed» the world would 
numrn in sackcloth and a^ea ava: it$ ^<>Uy 
and ingratitude to hiin. 
. IVIany hours of the bright Non»f«gian 
i^hts were thus employed by the professor» 
inthis additional branch of Instruction. . 

Though England was not then, as now^ 
the Gtadel of the world, the foundations of 
her glory were. already laid ; and Theodore 
tbinsted f or the pter atur.e of a pation Mt once 
80 brave and so s^e. 

He b^an^therefore, wkh the EngUsh 
hngtiage; and it was only at distant .in« 
tervals that he snccessively m^ered thp 
French, Italian, Spanish, a|ui Gf^rman^^t.- 
Amused by th6 sprightly ta^nt. of the 
French, delighted with the^ brilliant ivu^ 
natipa of the Italians, he read th^r^produc* 
tions widiottt lop^g to ex^ulate them ; ,.b^ 
die philospphers and .poets of Bijtain rea« 
li^fd all hi$ id^i^ pf hw^mi^c^^ce« 
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Baoon and Shakespeare, those zxughty 
raaffiters txf the beait and the understandmg, 
became kis constant study: the pow&^ eS 
Im understanding were tmfokled by the mi(d $ 
the afFections of his heart developed by Ae 
other« Shakespesffe made hhn enamoured 
ofvirtue; taughthmitoscrutinizehiinself; 
and shewed him, ere he entered the wörid^ 
all its delights, andall its dangers. 

It was thus that a youth brought up in 
retirement, learned to dread even his best 
propeasidbs; and to strip theidols of mankind 
(amHtooh and gIory)'of the bräUant coyaring 
irith which they dazzle the; mtdtitude. 

GiratefirHy anxious ta repay the trouble 
df instructing him, Theodore transcribed' 
th«' same MSS« agäin and. agsdn for his 
masfter^ bore vfi^ his wrath for a Single 
vford omitted or mistakch ; and finsiUy 
crowned all, by never teaving the pillow of 
Sergendai during an infectious fever, whidi- 
frightened away every other attendant. 

When the profesapr recovered, and \ims 
made sensible of Theodore's courageous af* 
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fect»^n, he confessed that at' last he had 
found gradtude ; and solemnly announeed 
to fats nd^hbours, UM he Itaeant to bequeadi 
all he might die possessed of, to the ytixxdi 
whoee care had preaerved bis life. 

The woithy pastor faaving fallen a vicdm 
to the dtsorder that spared his brother, Ser« 
gendal was lefit without any natural faeics.; 
Dofrestom xnade no attempt, therefore, to 
alter his generous design. 

The first day m which the professor cazne 
out after his ilhies^ wsfö the bisth^day öf 
Hemreich ; and thehappy fatherbegged to ce- 
lebrate both öiese agreeable eir«nts together. 

It was the meridian of a nortfaern sum- 
mer, and Heinteich was just ei^hteen; 

After a supper supplied by the dairy and 
äie garden, at which the cheerful Cathe- 
rine and her handmaid waited accwding to 
the Norwegian cust<»m, Dofrestom änd she, 
wMi the professor and the rest of their 
neighbouts, sat down in a stone-porch front«^ 
lüg the settmg sufl.

Theodore seemed to dance to pliease others 
morfe than himself ; and withöut being able 
Ig aftalyse the impfes^ion they receited, the 
höaest peasants feit its füll force.

Heinreich was uhimately fixed with 
Signor Perugino ; and Theodore faithfully 
cndeavourijig to enliven the declining age

Dofrestom, continued to a4vance in yeai« 
and in moral yalue. 

The third year after Heim^eich's depar- 
ture, Theodpre's seif command was put io 
a severe proofr The professor feeling him-

The expecitatiöa oiF ^'emg Heihreicli agaia 
gtaddened his heart ; but bis highest mentd 
anticipation cansisted in tHe sociöty bf ä 
Capital, which was at thaftime coiisidöred 
tiiB seat öf nörtherii liferature. 

In doiÄplete good-humbur ^ith eveiy thini^ 
tod e^erybody, the profe^sör distribüted

The professor vehemently agreed wiih 
him in believing it his duty not to mask any 
thing, but sincerely to show Dofrestom the 
Situation ofhisson. He added, ^'Dofrestom 
ivill do wisely to order the young fellow 
home, and tarne his spirit by a iife of hard 
J^bour.** 

Theodore did not assent to the whole of: 
t]us opinion, though he saw the necessity -of 
sincerity; and flattered himself that if I>o«< 
frestom could prevail . on his son to re-visit 
home, his paternal eloquence would event«- 
iially induce him to abandon» if not bis mu- 
sical profession, bis expenfive habits« He. 
wrote, therefore, a faithful, yet indulgent^. 
de^cription of the ruin thsit thi^eateped^ 
Heinreich ; and having told his thoughtle^r 
friend he h^d ddne so», endeavoured, bj a. 
ini^ture of firiruxess and cojnpliaope» to 
bend him to better thing^. 

Atas ! the only proof^ oh|tajned by Theor 
4oFe of his ascondsuxcfy pifpr Heinracb, \?a^ 
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the degrading ohe * öf duplicity : the mxs* 
guided young man had no longer the bold- 
ness to avow either his expences, or his in*- 
tercoürse with Stephanie; and the falsehoodi 
tb'which he had recotii^e, being often tKs-< 
covered unexpettedly by Theodore/ gave \^ 
the last blow' to that aSectionate friend's ^ 
€steem« 

At Ae be^nning of the last Century posts 
^ete scarcely established throughout Nor- 
vfsij : letters made their appearance, rather' 
dftener than cömets it is true, but vulgär cal- 
cuiatiotf was as much baffled by the one as 
by the odier ; consequently many destructhre 
fileps were taken by Heinreich, long ere his 
fefher's command arrived to Order himhome.

Hie man' &miliarly hummed himsell out 
ef tfae room, and zs he closed the doör 
Theodore rose zbA Ibcked it; Secure front 
the mtness of any weakness he nught give 
'isray tO| in the contemplation of thepa&t aod 
Ae present^ Theodore buried his face iii 
hi& hands, and rescing it on the table, was 
soob. entirely Jo6t in a croml of wretched 
dioüghts. After a long and agitated re- 
verie^ his confusion « of ideffis gradually 
cleared; he began to recöver from the 
shocking surprize into > which this wortfaleS8 
act had thrown faim^ and to oonfi^s that 
£r^m their eacUest years,^ &v.&i in tha bosQSii. 
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lofgoodness, Heinreich had given no in&tance 
of pofitive virtue. Memory could not rec^ 
one childish sacxifice, one spontaneous act 
^f generous sympathy. Naturally gay and 
£ood-humoured} and the idol of the iieigh- 
bourhood^ Hcdnreich coüld öevcr be odier* 
wise than amiable; notbing -criminaj in 
the Valley tempted bis wishes^ and called 
on bis friends to oppose them ; and Theo« 
dore» by making it bis principle of action 
always to give up bis own incUnation wben 
•it clasbed witb that of another, innocentif 
Ibstered the selfishness of bis pby-fellow, 

•It is painfiilj it is zgomzmg to find the 
t:baracter we love, fallen frona excdlence 
to guilt : but bow fisu* beyond all the bitter- 
ness of such grie^ is the discovdy that 
i¥hat we have loved, bas never deserved 
our affection ! 

The repeated proofs of Heinreich*s dis« 
soluteness and insensibility, which Theo- 
dore had been hourly wimessing for six 
months, gradually " severed string after 
Strang;** and riow the last cqrd that lied 
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die ingrate to his friend's esdmable heart^. 
gave way, and loosed him from it for ever. 

Yet cioser did the affeöion pf Theodore^ 
cleave to the venerable image of Dofrestom jf* 
and jnore determined than ever, to devote' 
his whole being to this deserted old maOf/ 
he took up a pen to wxite to Heinrich be*^ 
fore he returned home.. 

The letter was calculated" to awaken- 
shame and repentance in a thinking mind z^ 
it was written in a strain of gentle reprool^, 
and. with the proniise o£ obtaining his' 
fether's füll pardon for the past, whenever* 
che oiFender should feturn to them with a 
sincere intehtion of amendment.

fellows, I should not be so a-axious to keep 
you with me. Let me teil you, it is a dis- 
tinction you should be proud o£, when yoa 
See how I am courted by all the rising 
genius of the age*'* 

" I fearj Sir, such a circle of fiiend^ 
and admirers will detain you long from 
cur Valley.** This Observation gave a turn 
to the Gonversation, and Theodore endea* 
voured to collect from the profeasor dorne

ixistmctions for his future mediation be- 
tween Dofrestom and his son. 

Several days elapsed after this, and Ser- 
gendal still avoided the subjeet of Theo- 
dore's conveyance back to Norway. Mean- 
while Theodore toiied cheerfuUy over the 
analysis, and soon completed it. He was 
meditating how to re-open the dangerous 
topic, when a short letter from Dofrestom, 
containing one for his son, arrived at 
Copenhagen. It was a positive conimand 
for Heinreieh to set out without delay for 
Aardal, äccompanied by a petiüon- for 
Theodore to be his companion. 

Heinreich, indeed, was beyond the reach 
of that letter's authority ; but Theodore, in 
presenting his to the professor, firmly an- 
nounced his resolution of departing alone, 
as soon as he should hear of a.vessel bound 
direct for Bergen or Lavanger, 

Again the selfish unreasonableness of the 
professor burst forth ; and coupling the ex-? 
torted permisäon with a threat of punishing 
his ingratitude, he left poor Theodore to

A marked displeasure continued to Iower 
•on the professor's brow, and to thunder 
in bis voice, for some days after this con- 
ference: at length, while seaC)i in bis 
literary circle . one morning, he was sud- 
denly seized witb a paralytic stroke which 
deprived bim at once of conscibusness and 
tbe power of motion.

. As soon as retuming sense made Sergai- 
daL^nfPbus of Theodore's attendance, he 
shewed Un eagerness of iove for bim beyond 
all that he had ever testified. He foUowed 
bis $gure witb bis eyes wbijrever he 
movedj he lxx)ked at bim with tears run« 
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ning dovm his cheeks, while his whole^ 
eountenance betraryed strong inward emo- 
öoo ; in short» he seemed desirous to say 
something, or do something, that was to be 
servieeable to Theodore ; but, motionless 
and spe^less^ he couU only sigh heavily 
and lift his eyes to Heaven. 

Theodore's tears oftea dropt on the 
^eathly band he bent his head over,. as he* 
knelt to place the pillows of his instructori 
thfe dying man seemed fully sensible of this. 
tenderness, and at such times made inore. 
^istressiog effbrts to speak. 

At length exhausted nature ceased to 
acty and on the tenth day, the professo^ 
i^eatbed. his last. 

Deeply affected by his loss, Theodore* 
required the aid and advice of two or thre;^ 
exceiient men who were in the habit of 
i^miliarly &equentix]^ the professor's lödg- 
ings : these gentlemen sought in yain for a. 
^il } one was at last produced by a yoimg 
civillan who had iately become a aucce&sfvl 
mal 9f Theod<^e wxh th^ profenor^ btt&

mhose presence, during: his illness, appeaiw 
cd to cause him the utmost disgust. 

The will being opened, its date proved it 
to have been the production of temporary 
-anger at Theodore. It bequeathed all the 
jprofessor's personals and ready money to 
iJiis young man ; his house at Aardal to 
^e parish for its pastor; a small annuity 
to Christian ; made the academy at Chris- 
tiana his residuary legateee ; and left Theo-^ 
idore only the profits of an unpublishe4^ 
unfinished manuscript. 

More shocked at the unfavoinrable effeot 
tliis produced upon others, than keenly 
disappomted in his own person, Theodor<^ 
laboured tp con^ince the friends of Profes* 
sor Sergendalj that during his last ilhiess 
die mistaken man shewed visible regret for 
what he had done : it was now clear to him, 
and he soon made it so to them, that had 
the Professor been capable of spe6ch or of 
writing, he would • have made a kinder dis* 
Position of his property. — " As it is/* said 
Theodore, ** I am di^pointed a little, bat 
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not affllcted» since I am sure the professor^ 
h^irt did me justice before he died/* 

In quality of heir, Brandt (the ovilian) 
took upon him to execute those sad offices^ 
the Performance of vhich sometim» 
soothes real grief ; and all that was left to 
Theodore, was the melancholy consokttioa 
of attending his preceptor's remains to their 
last abode. 

It is customary in Denmark to Surround

Catherine had lo8l > ncne of ^ her pleastnre

ö^han was a victim either to Coupsellor 
Brandt, oe to the morbid humour^ the 
Professor/* 

" So," cried XÜatherine, ** after doing 

/^tbing all his life but call other people 

f'ungrateful, the professor dies, ptovinff Jbim- 

' iMlf tb^ most ungrateful man tb0 a^ 

Theadore mildly interrupted1||j|^er ; . he- 
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^d all tbät was po^bIe*to be saül in ie<4 
tenuädon of the pi^ofessor's conduct ; adding^ 
that perhaps m their mtercourse he had «not 
been sufEci€*ndy tofenutit to his failings, or 
attentive to his pecuUarides, therdPore might 
have given hitn reason to suspect the am- 
cerlty of his attachment. 

Catherine shook her head. " Well, 
well!'* Said Dofrestom, " it is not our 
province to pdge one another : after all^ it 
18 the will of Brovidence.. l see we are al) 
to sufier for Hanmch'a fault; and yoor 
my predotts Theodore, ^t was born per« 
hapS'^but that is of no consequence —

In discussmg the details of the professor's 
conduct and property ; in a variety of 
opinioiis upon his motires, and the degr^ 
öf indulgence or caisure they merited, Do- 
firestom was insensibly led from the coa* 
tempktion of bis son*s Situation \ and 
Theodore, contriving to blend with those 
details many curious descriptions of persona 
and manners in Denmark, managed to fix: 
the attention, and by that means h^uile 
die grief of Catherine.

|)rafits of the sHw>mill, and such ardcles as 
were sald off the farm, without tafcing from 
Äc aged couple theh: usüai xomforts; They 
had long been accustomed to^ the luacury of 
coiFee, the medicine of wine, and to various 
itther fbreign commodities, aimuaHy seilt 
Aem from Bergen; why should they not 
only resign the use of these thmgs, but 
<leny themsehres the very products of their 
-cwn garden and fields ? Why were the 
torn and cattle of one, and |||e fruit of the 
other, carried to di«tant places for sale? 

When these questions were asked, Do» 
frestom confessed to Theodore, that duirog 
Kis absence he had been öbliged to mort- 
gage his mill to Mn Thonkild, as paft of 
payment for the sums advanced on \his 
credit to Heinreich : that to pay off this 
snortgage> and gradually satisfy the creditoi^

Tlie magnitijdje of Heinreich*s fault; was 
«ow shewn bf fbi^onseqnences ; Theodore 
diuddefed>>irbea he beheld th^m* 
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Anxious to Itnd his assistaiKe to reliere 
thfe burthens of his benefactor, he soon re- 
jiewed his habits 6f laborious industry, If 
he somi^tinles thought Trith regret of thfe 
professor's library, which had always been 
more precious in his eyes than mines t)f 
teealth, he checked that regret by consider- 
ing that if it had been his, its volumes 
would too often have won him from mono* 
tonous employment. Now, his only se- 
.ducers were an English Shakespeare, and 
a few other books, giveh him in the early 
stage of their acquaintance by the pro- 
£ßssor. 

. The • cheerfulness mth which he läid 
aside those stucttous häbits that Dofrestom 
knew were so dear to him, and the tender- 
Hess with which he endeavoured to procure 
ibr the old man a more geii^rous diet than 
that he now aliowed hiiSself, animated 
Dofrestom to struggle against his own de- 
pression. 

' Theodore^s humane disposition had made 
him hitherto averse to the pursuks öf 
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fishing and shooting, as amusements ; but 
now, affecting to grow fond of thcm, he 
frequently walked many miles to a lake, 
for the sake of bringiijg home trout for 
pofrestom's supper, or gave up bis only 
leißure hour, to ranging about with hj^- 
gun, in search of wild ducks, or white par- 
tridges. 

He was grieved to see the domestic pri- 
vationß to which Heinreich's extravagance 
condemned this excejlent Hijmj yet stUI, 
mpre did he grieve for the effef t it hz^ 
lipon his hpspitaJity, Dofrestom's house,^ 
no longer contended with that of the pÄStpr^. 
fqv the.pleasure of lodging and nourishing 
the way-faring stranger ; it was no longer 
the resort of mirthful neigbbpurs» partakijag 
freely of good* cheer, and retuming Ipaded: 
with rural niceti^ for that children. Tho^ 
ndghbonrs still caihe, it 19 true» but they 
contrived not *to xnake their vi^ils at the 
hour of meals; and Theodore therefore 
ip^ver saw Pofre^Qiu'^ bright look of wel« 
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come, and Catherine's ho^itable busü^, 
which so often used to delight his heart. 

But was this dreary life never to end ? 
Did no cheering object terminate the dark 
perspective? Yes; Theodore looked with; 
r»$onable expectation to the «mall legacy 
of the professor. 

Before. he left Copenhagen, Mr. Coper* 
stad» oneoftheexecutors» had testified such 
dismterested* anxiety for Theodore^s future 
welfare, that he had surmounted his natu- 
ral aversion to hasty confidence^ and ftankly 
stated his Situation. Mr. Coperstad entered 
warmly into the ;subject, and suggested 
offering the unfiiiisl^d manuscript of the 
professor to the university at Copenh«^en : 
eten the imperfect work of a distiiiguished 
philosopher must possess intrinsi<: merit; 
and when the writer- is no more, that dp.- 
cumstance bestows on it another sort of 
Talue« Hi concluded, tberefore, byassert« 
ing the probability of the university p^ri 
chasing^ the MSS. ^d be offered his servicel 
for the negociatioß. 
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Theodore had th^tikfully accepted the 
offer ; but afraid of disappointment, would 
not mention the büsiness at the cdttage. 

Aware that DofreStom would reduce 
him^elf to beggary rather than leave Hein^ 
rdch's debts unpaid, he had desired Mr. 
Coperstad (in the event of the purchase of 
the fragment) to leam from Thonkild the 
amount of the debts, and to disdiarge theiff 
as feras possible; 

He particnlärly prayed Mr. Coperstad 
not to give the slighest intimation of his 
cmployer, but simply to say it was a persön 
who wished to free the father fit>m the cön» 
sequences of his son[s indiscretion. 

No sooncr was Theodore made acquainted 
with the embarrassment of Dofrestom'» 
affairs, than he wrote to Mr. Coperstad, re* 
^uesting him to apply the money to the 
purpbse of freeing hk benefactor front the 
mört^e, and completely clearin|^him frora 
any claims of Mr. Thonldld. 

But some months raust elapse beföre Iw 
Ihopes or fears could be e}id«d} tbe distanc^ 
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vf2s SO great and tbe posts so uncertain: 
yet he kept his anxiety to his own breast,, 
and pursued the incessant toil of husbandry 
and the mill, with an assiduity which gave 
opportunities for relaxarion to the over- 
wrought and ahered Dofrestom. 

Catherme's simpler mind was not long 
of recovering its aptitude to cheerfulness ; 
but Dofrestom, in spke of every exertion ta 
the contrary, seemed incapable of becoming^ 
what he had been. If he seated himself 
for an interval of rest, he would instantly 
dnk into such profound thought, that it 
required all absolute challenge for his at-^ 
tention, to recall Um irom it. When 
roused, he would try to smile; but that 
wretch€|d smile ilUdlsguised tbe pain it was 
meant to hide. 

In truth, Dofrestom was eternally re- 
volving the Situation of Theodore: though 
answerabliß solely to bis own upright con- 
science for the perfornuvnce of those m^Ual 
promises he had made thie orphan, he feit 
Shem no less biixding thaa if openly aYo;v('ed^ 
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and reproached himself daily, for havin^ 
pledged part of the property he intended to 
divide between Heinreich and him. 

Yet for all this there was no other re- 
medy than trusting that Providence would « 
prolong hls life tili frugality and industry^ 
had paiä off the mortgage and Hemreich's 
debts; after which» he solemniy vowed 
never to advance a sing^e ducat for his son, 
imless he retumed home penitupt and re- 
ibrmed. ^ 

The. short summejr änd autumn of north-/ 
ern climes passed, and brought no^tb^i^. 
intelllgence than what was tran$imtted from . 
persons in Copenhagen» whp had acciden- 
tally hi^rd from travellers, that Heinreich 
a|id Stephanie W:ere engaged at the opera at 
Presden. 

Was it hardness of heart, or w?is it shame • 
that l^ept Heinreich sil^t? Theodore 
wished it might l^ tke latter, and Dofres« 
tom fondly hoped it was, when a letter from 
Mr. Thonkild, brought by the sanie post» 
^as Qpe(ied and xQ^i* 
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It was to teil Dofrestom, that a stranger 
had a short time before waited üpon the 
merchant, looked at his account of thedebt 
and mortgage, and had that morning finälly. 
discharged the fuU'demahd. Mr. Thonkild, 
therefore, unable to discover for .whom the" 
stranger acted, liow enclosed a legal acquittalv 
of Obligation, and hoped for the condnuancd 
of Mr. Dofrestom's cortespondence. 

It had beeaconcerted between Theodore 
and Mr. Cc^eucstad, that he slK>uld act m. 
the manner described, and refrain fronii 
writmg tili some tinie afterwards. Theodore 
was sensible ho w keeh a pang must pierce 
Dofrestom, if he knew that the distressea 
brought on him by a son, were relieved by 
the sacrifice of all that an adopted child 
possessed; he therefore left th? pleasing 
suspicion to fix where it niight, 

Happily for Jiis secret, Dofrestom's ready 
heart overflowed with the idea of Hein^dch. 
He recollected having hinted in one of hiß 
last letters to that thoughtless young man, 
that having exhausted not only the savkiojs 
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of bis life, but bis credit ysiik Mr, ThcmkiM^ 
to supply bis profusian, the next ruinous- 
Step must be to mortgag^ bia li^tle pro^ 
pBTty* .... 

Tbis intimationt^ he ixn^ined, ha4 gii^ea 
Heinreicb alarm, axxd bad most likely in-^ 
4uced bim to forget the tbreats of Jbis ovm 
creditors^ to save the bonor of bis father. . 

Probably» bis success had been^reat i& 
Ckfmany ; at aay rate, the aicrifi€e of ^ 
large a sum of money argued aJia|>py chaoge 
in bis>xpences» 

Such a tide of preseat joy and füttiire 
hope gushed upon Dofrestom ^ aad Cadie^^ 
zine at tbis* conjecturje, that Theodo^e^s pas« 
sioiiE^e love of truth, scarcely knew how tp^ 
regret the deceptio». He left theip. in tbädt 
error; and the grateful bappiness he ^i« 
joyed fMm wbat waa real in the afiaiiv 
düFused such a glow over bis pereou and 
bis manner, that no one perceived be spoke 
less of Heinreich's noble amende than thejt 
did. 

Wbat ä day of iubilee at Aardal was 
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that which spread this agreeable news! 
Every artless inhabitant imbibed the opinion * , 

'of Dofrestom. Hdnrekhfs heinous trans- ^ 

gressions wf re nearly lost in retuming affec- j 

tion ; and the pr^ous hope that his -com- 
plete vefonnation was not hr distant, made 
the Stotie Cdttage once mo||p the seat 6f 
cheeffül hospkality; 

TheoÄöre's was the dnly silent joy, but it 
was the most fervent ; he knew himself the 
eourceofaßthis smisfaiiie; s^d he regained 
nmch of that personal liberty which it had 
lately hetn his duty to . jeJinquish . 
" The buisiness of the farm and mill was 
again •perfbrmed by servants, while just 
enough occnpktion remamed for himself kn<^ 
Dofirestoni as Sjerved fbr wholesome exercise 
aiid employment. 

The next tardy post that reached Aardal 
i>rought a letter from Mr. Coperstad. As 
it was written like a scholar, in Latin» 
Theodore, in translatkig it for the amuse* 
ment o£ Dofrestom, easily managed to omii: 
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that Single sentence in which the MSS. was 
mentioned. [ [ 

He simply informed Theodore that the 

. university had purchased th& ftagment ; and 
the profit amounting to Mr. Thonkiid's 
Claims within so trifling a sum as to be 
bardly wortb.naming, he had taken the li- 

^berty of friendship, and completed it from 
his öwn purse. 

Theodore little gu^ssed hovf much ihis 

' obliging friend had really added : indeed he 
was so grateful for the txifle he suf^sed it 
to be, that it was well he did not suspect 

- its real extent. 

In addition to interesting informaäpn upon 
other subjects, this letter c(»itained some 
äccount of the professor 's heir • That young 
man had succeeded in completing the pubti- 
cation öf the Natural History, and was now 
reaping a golden harvest by its rapid dä^ 
f Urion, He had disposed of the library to 
a foreign minister; and wa;^ inshort, grow* 

, Sng rieh on the spoils of Theodore. 
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Büt Theodore cared Httle for wealth, ex- 
«ept when the distress he could not relieve 
pressed upbn his sight. Gratefiil for the 
blessing Erofessor Sergendars small legacy 
had enabled him to bestow upon hk early 
<benefactor, he learnt to estimate fcis Obliga- 
tion by the benefits it conferred» 
' Christmas, that season of gladness and 
teneyolence in Norway, was how hailed 
'"«vith mörethsm usualjoy by Dofrestom aiid 
Catherine. They had secretly looked for- 
vard to many bitter möments, when thdr 
^earts would prompt to give, and jusrice 
inust withdraw their hands. 

Not content with displaying hospitality in 
all its forms to their own spedes, the ämi- 
able Norwegians consider it ä duty to dis* 
pehse provifions and gränt rest in more li-. 
beral proportions than usual to their beasts. 
The very birds are invited to the general 
banquet : a sheaf of corn is suspended on 
Wgh before the döor of every house ; and 
he that would betray the confidence of birds , 
•thus allured^ by shooting qx alarming them» 
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would be pumshed wlth the abhorrqnce of 
bis associates. 

Simple, yet sublime traits of character ! 
What honour ! what kindnessl Let the 
Christian go there, to embrace bis true 
brethren, 

As Theodore $a1» in the midst of this 
guileless circle, touched with tbeir primi- 
tive simplicity, and respecting their inte- 
grityj^ hechid himself for stiU noufishing 
the sleepless wish that some unforeseen event 
xTiight transplant him to another ^ceae. 

His intellectual part pined for nobler 
aliment; and his heart sighed for some 
Idndred heart, whose equality of years, ac- 
quirements, and sensibilities might " resolve 
into one " with his. In friendship he had 
been deceived ; of love, he had read much, 
thought much ; buthe had never feit even 
a transient emotion that conld be mk* 
taken for this master passion. 

The fäir-haired girls of Aardal excited in 
his breast only such a sort of kindness as we 
feel for children ; he liked to contribute to 
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their amusements aiid to see them haffpy ; 
but their conversation had no tharms for 
Kim, whose imaginaticÄt loved to haiint the 
fairy worldof Shakespeare, where alternatfely 
lie listefied to the gracefol innoeence of Mi* 
randa, the touching softness of Imogen, the 
^arkling mt of Beätrili^ oi tJie passionate 
tenderness of Viola. 

The liveiiest seniiment he feit for aay wo- 
man younger than^ aüht Catherihe was for 
MagdälcM, the daughter of a herdsman, 
whoee residence was some rmles ' up Ae 
mountains. Thi$ amiable young creature 
had beeil fondly attäched to Heinreich ; 
and, deluded by bis dvideüt pleasure in het 
attachment, -bad beIie?6Nd il redprocal. 
Hdnreich mefan'^iute nieatit ölüy to display 
the triumph dF being loved bjT fiie-prettiest 
datosel In the plac^ i and when be eloped 
from Aardal, left her withput estplaoation. < 

She had wuted and drooped in «sileiiirei 
sdll expectingsome iassurai(t0ei€iif his con* 
stancy, which never came. Whi^ Theo- 
dore was on the 'point of going to the resi-^ 
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« 

deace öf her iaitbless swain, she entrusted 
him with her secret, intreating hhn to dis- 
C0v&e whether Heinreich had ever been 
'^cere* 

Theodore eiKeeuted the hopeless commis- 
eion« The answer may be imagined : Hdn- 
roch txeated the mfbäx as a jest. Directly 
after their interview, Theodore wrote ex- 
pUcitly on the subject, informing Magdalea 
(hat her admirer had never believed her 
more in ^nest than himself, and that he 
feit therefore qiiite at liberty to form anotfaer 
^ttachnient. 

A^daten ha4 a ^rong sense oiF right : 
this infbrmation, by convincmg her the 
object was «ot worth regretting, suddenly 
restored her to health aad activity. She coa- 
sidered Heinreich's conduct with honest in* 
dignation; and yielding to the solicitations 
of a more faithfol though humbler Ipver, 
married him a few days before the news of 
Heinreiqh's last profligate act had reached 
the talley. 

Eric» the man die married, was one of 
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Dofr^tom's ablest assistj^nts : his .good con- 
duct, and Magdalenas cheerful manners, 
ensured them pardcular notice at the cot- 
tage } and Magdalen was always so ready 
to leave the occupations of her own little 
hat to assUt Cathenne in her houshold a£* 
&irs, that at iength her society became an 
absolute want to the gpod woman. 

Theodore respected the dignity of Mag- 
dalenas heart ; and he was not only pleased 
to see her happy witb m honest man, but 
gratified by fimding tl^t in her Company 
both Dofrestom and Catherine fotmd an 
equivalent for his» . Magdälen was endowed 
with a playful iancy» and altemately amused 
her associates with whtm$ical images, or well 
told stories. 

Her secret, Theodore kq)t as &ithfully as 
she did herseif; and he received his reward 
in her speaking attentioin« 

With this agreeable addidon to their 
domestic parties, one winter and then ano- 
ther passed smoothly away. Magdalen had 
a child ; and the visits of thi« little creature 
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becatne a new^source of pleasure to the 
old couple. 

Theodore's natural pensiveiiessF, mean-^ 
while, was taking a deeper shade. As he 
grew iato manhood his aspiration after 
aaother counüy bearaie iess o^tKi^eräUe; 
Norway had been his nurse, his affecdonate 
nurse: but jSpain was his real parent^ 
White absent £rom the land of his fathers, 
it seemed ias if he wasted Kfe, in waitdng t 
begin.to live. Neitfaer die original structure 
of his mind, nor the treasures wkh whicb 
study had adomed it, s^peared destined for 
so narrow a space as die hamlet of Aardalr 
The.inextinguishäble nature of his desire 
sieemed at times the voice of pr<^hecy : still, 
as reason and religion failed to alence its 
sirggestions, he sunk into the fond belief 
of being destined to fix at last in the coun- 
try of his ancestors* 
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CHAFEER VI. 

¥N the spring of the seGoiid year after the 
professor's death, a rare occurrence 
attsacted the nodce of Aardal : k was the 
appearance of a commodious carriage on 
;dbe^posi^e bank of the little river« 
"^ Hiougb not very conun^ even at Co. 
penhagen in tfiose days, a dose carriage 
was no noveky to Theodore; but the rest 
of the infaabitants foUowed its progiess witfa 
all the eagemess of vonder and curiosity. 

Thevehicle stopped below the hamletü 
and two gentlemen got out. After crossing 
the stream, they proceeded down the Val- 
ley, loitering to examine the different ob-, 
jects it contained. Thegarden of Dofrestom 
particularly engaged their attaition. Theo» 
dore's greatest . atmisement had been to

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the mountains. He had brought many 
beautifui plants from Denmark, which, 
transplanted to this bleak dimate, iniist 
have perished, bvtt for the ütmost skiU amd 
care in their culture. These were now 
blowing in fuHf lieauty. 
^ Thdr brilltant colours stod deliciöus per- 
fame attracted the traveHtirs; they ap* 
proached the low fence» audft)ly adnuring 
tdiat they saw. Amöngst the neighbourmg 
tfaickets» innumerable thrashes (the niglit- 
ingales of Norway) were warbling their 
£weetest notes : thetravellers pattsed to hear 
their song» aiid to breathe the firagrance of 
the garden. •* Ah, ha ! Who can thia 
pretty bijou belohg to ?** asked the younger 
gentleman ; VM should think he must have 
brought all this taste from another ccim^ 
try/* 

Dofrestom at that momeht presefated 
himself : lifidng his red bonnet; he bowed 
respectful, praying the traveliers to walk 
rnto his garden. They acc^ted the invitGU 
tion 1^ qyening roses a!3id carnations 
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were not spared by the boundful band of 
Dofrestom; and having led the gentlemen 
the circuit of bis littie pleasure-ground, he 
invited tbem into the house, to partake of 
bis bumble dinner. 

Catherine bad by tbis time put on her 
gala attire, and was curtesying at the door 
of theu: parlour, The strangers looked in, 
and bebeld so excellent a repast, spread 
vith such neatness, that diey ceased to 
hesitate. 

Their m^ was lengtfaened by a yariety 
of ques^ons abouc the condition and babits 
of the neighbouring peasantry, and a few 
inquiries into the Situation of thdu: host. ' 
Dofrestom answered simply and briefly ; 
Catherine now and then added a word, which 
was always intended to excite curiosity 
about Theodore. ^ Whose talent bad con- 
trived so many usefnl yet pretty trifles for the 
embellishment of thdr cottage ?** " Theo^ 
dore/* — " Who kept the garden in such ex-

man« 

When Catherine re-entered, she found 
the travellers conversing about the pastor 
who had succeeded SergendaPs brother j, 
and who now resided in the professor's 
house* As it had beeft their intention to 
pass the night under his roof, they were 
sorry to learn that he had gone that morning 
to administer the sacrament to a dying man, 
many miles across the fiord, and might b^ 
detained there for a week to come»

from afutumnal ^oodsi Hk simpi^r^pictu- 
xesque dress comist^d^^^irel3rof MorwqBpasi 
plaid 91 and a little cap^ cf tbe same stuff^ 
mixed >its bright purples and greens with.xbe 
shining black of his häir. iTheodoce ixm 
4ifted his.cap, ^nd atood xe^ect^ly Üclding 
dt above hisrfeead. ^ ■ ) . . - 

While th^ young«st vSti^ga: tiegan to 
^ap q^estion i^on questton, tbe. eider ' \vas 
-contfcmplating thefyoöttg trostic« . 

Inj^tead of the massy limbs::aiul'W^e skin * 
of nprth^rn cUmates, <he pmh€&x[Q him tke 
noble contotjjrff of jGtt&^&y jpinad :to the 
complexion and the '^egsmt.fo^portionß of 
vSpain*. Tbe fitie blabk ^es pi Theodore 
«i^ere ^lodestly cast down. ; 

'^'' A^d this is a herdsman, ^ husband^ 
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nian^ a Norwegian peasant l*' his observer 
Said inwardly. ** After all, there // some- 
thing commanding. in beauty." 

But the person who made this remark^ 
was feding, though unconsciously, the force 
of that inteUectual beauty which informed 
the person and manner of Theodore, and 
without which, even those perfeä: forms 
would have remained a powerless mass. 

" Attend these gentlemen, my son,'* 
Said Dofrestom ; ** they wish to see all the 
curiosiües round." 

Theodore b9wed, and prepared tb con- 
duct the strangers. He proceeded hj their 
side up the Valley, silently observing them, 
and replying to their quesrions, Whatever 
was note-worthy he called their attention to, 
with a modest plainness that left them very 
fer from imagining his mind more admirable 
than his figure. He spoke no more than 
was necessary ; and as he led them thrbugh 
the natural, ^cmders and beauties of Aardal, 
they concluded that he was going the usual 
round of such Cicerones^ not leading them 
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to curiosities and points of view which had 
been first calied into notice by himself. 

Theodore had seen enough of society at 
Copenhagen not to be certain that one at 
least of his companiohs was of high rank :

how impossible was it to penetrate bis 
thoughts. 

He conduded the traveliers to the bildest 
ränge of the mountains, for the purpose of 
^ewmg them a cavdm of singular* extent. 
The mountaun peaks were still capped with 
suow. WWle the sides of some \rere richly 
clothed with birch and pdne woods, and 
others gaily Jiung \rith wild fruit and fiower- 
blossoms. • One towenng above all the rest» 
was clothed entirely with moss. 

In autumn, the var^ous-colourcd tints of 

ihis mountaih gave it the appearance of a 

>gtgai)dc si^ss of bronze ; buc now its yel?et 

svffface was bright, refreshing, universal 
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green. A single spring of water, gliding 
from its summit, passed like the silver track 
cf fairy feet.over th&beautiful verdure. .' 

The gentlemeii pau8ed to admire. " What 
an infinite variety in such a minute produc. 
tion as moss 1** observed the eider j " I have 
already taken iip ten different sorts.'* 

" Ah ! that is the liehen ran^fefmus^* 
ssdd the younger gentkman ; but I have 
forgot my botany sadly. I wonder if this is 
the liehen hlandieus /" 

" I believe it " Theodore checked 

himself, and turned away. He was goir^ 
to say he believed it was the lieben vulpinus i 
but shrinking from an ostentation of know- 
ledge, which must excite surprize when 
possessed by a peasant, he tvatched his own 
expressions with more care than before. 

The gentlemen had seen and wondered at 
the cavern, and were returning home, when 
the youngest, abruptly changing his bad 
Danish into French, bade his coxnpanion 
lock for his carriage and peopie» and teU 
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them where to bring his accommodations 
for the night. 

The person addressed, was beginning to 
reply to ** Son Altesse/* when Theodore,

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U^ifaamar, as DofrestDin conducted hhn 
tb bis Chamber, feeling uaeasf at the indifi' 
ference \vtth which bis companioa' made 
himself comfortable, without attending to 
the i&coBvemeace it might be to bis host> 
saäd courteousty^ *^ I amsorry^ good fst- 
tfaer, for the troubk this unhicky acddent 
may cause you ; ycm must perceive Aat rfie 
Baron is of grealsr quality than he chuse8 
to deciare» and you xnay be sure, therefore; 
of a noble reward/* 

A mon^Qtaxy colour fiushed the oH 
man's cheek, as he replied, *^ Sb, I doasl 
WDuld be done by ; I want no reward. I 
and mine would have served one c^ the 
g^itleman's servänts as willmgly as we do 
hhnself/' 

Usthamar smiled, and recoUected diat 
he was not in Denmark "mth a peasanc 
bound to the soil, but urider the roof of a 
firee Norwegian. " Liberty ennobles the 
soul as much as beauty does the body ;** 
was bis internal Observation. ^ You tsil 
me,** he added, " that it is likely your son 
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may not find this surgeon» but may have to 
go fiirthery so thac they may not be back 
tili tlie middle of tlie night, or tili morning. 
I wish to be up \dien they arme, and will 
t]i)erefore request you to send my servant 
vith my vriting box.

** A fewi Sir, of Theodore's you >^1 
find in that closet/' Hoftestom unldck^d 
a sort of painted buffetj and stood vdth ^e 
lamp, while the stranger examined the 
Yolumes. SuHy's Memoirs was the first 
that he opened } -the next was Shakespeare ; 
then a work on experimental phiiosophy, by 
a German; a volume of Cervantes, and 
one of Guicciardini's history, with die 
Edda, and some of the professor^s works 
xrompleted the coUection« 

Usthamar exammed them in silence : re- 
Caining the memoirs, he tumed widi a smile 
to Dofrestom, " How came the young 
tnan by these books,? Of course he cannot 
jread, . naanr of them/' 
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*' He couid read a hundred tknes ^ 
many !'' exclaimed Dofreetonv glowihg with 
honest pride.

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anbitious spul pjmts after ." He re- 
coUected himself, and the sudden expansion 
of blaziiig expression on his coimtenaoce 
was instantly withdrawn, and its usual per- 
suasiven^s substituted. *^ And ia this youth 
content to bury such acquirexn^ents ia a 
comer like this ?" 

Dofrestom's voice faltered as he repUed—

ness, and hifi good-kimour, 

But how was this grown baby to be 
anxused ? Cards were unknown at Aardal :

Kader ; and even Magdalenas tal^t for

Pappily, the young prin^e was born with 
a propensity, if not a cap^city, for discover- 
ingperpc^ual motion ;. he had nev^r in hi$ 
life staid ^ long in one place as he now did 
.perfprce at yfiätdsl : it was his pi^ffion to go 
eyery vhere, see ^very thing, and ask every 
body quesdons. Tpj wile aVay the time 
between his ptoposals for Priqces^ Sophia, 
and, the Cf lebration of their nuptials, it. was 
|»roposed to him totraye^ through Norxv^y. 
Hafing detornun^ d to dp so» his next ' occu» 
pation was to chiise a companion ; and his 
choice feil upon the most distinguished per- 
son at the court of Frederick the Fourth, 

The count of 4^auvenheilm and Ustha-» 
mar, was npt only of the noUest D.auDish 
-faiiiHy» butin spm^ degree connected with 
the royal house. He ha4 .married an ille- 
gitimate daughter of t]ie l^te S^ing, by the 
beauti£ul Countess Sainsöe j and, after her 
death, hadformed a s^ond D(^arriag^e, with 
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ohe of the illustridus faiiiily of Tremouille 
in France. 

Having acted as ambassador sucrcessively 
at the Courts of England and of France, he 
was now returned to his own coüntry,

His second residence extended to the kdttg 
term of etght yean§ ; for although he dkl not

The prosecütibn of a complkated -^ll^

One of his first li^e's br others» the eldlst 
Guat Ottlfadwu <toi held . that lugh

and he frequMtly talked of reeigimtg sti 
To this golden moment Lauyeidieäm noiiiv 
looked : the viceroy of a free and daimf* 
less race» whose country iva» already • 
rast citadel !

In this mood, he began bis tour over m 
country so int^esting to hinu The plan of 
travelMng incognito was adapted to hm 
Views.

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Tntlioüt a 6uite, th'ey had alreäd^pgöi^ ftom 
Chtf^stna to DroiM&eiln by tfa^ eounse cf 
the Glömme and the väÖejr ^^ Guldbraa- 
dal, ^ and-were returning by a loäs üreqü^nted 
way ambng the fiords, when die ^rained 
«ncie arrested thdt course. 

At first, Cemtt Lädvenhtiliri loöked ^ith 
hotror bn i fortnight^s residence m so ^e- 
clüded a place, with such a c^Df^panic^as 
the ftnice ; but the society öf Theo<teie 
embellished k'with so inany novel delights, 
tod the opportunity it afForded of clo^Iy 
atudyfag thfe Norwegian character^ t?as so 
ample; 'that ht ceased to regret an accidont 
attended witfi söch agreeabte drcuiil- 
stances;

' Theodore never reminded his friends, by 
any ch'ange of manner^ that he was inferior 
to the nobler parts of their society : being 
femiliar with few, liW was peculiarly awed 
by hone. It was only in the bosom of real
